Our Lord Jesus Christ said, My Father 
giveth you the true bread from heaven. For 
the bread of God is he who cometh down 
from heaven, and giveth life unto the world.

^o shall never thirst. St. John vi- VI, %%, ^^. 
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And the Spirit and the Church say, Come. 
And let him that heareth say, Come. And 
let him that is athirst come. And whosoever 
will, let him take the water of life freely.

By one Spirit are we baptized into one 
body, and have been all made to drink into 
one Spirit. Being many we are one, being 
partakers of one bread.

Hear, also, what St. John saith. 

If any man sin, we have an advocate with 
the Father, Jesus Christ the righteous, and he 
is the propitiation for our sins.

God. 
Answer. It is meet and right so to do. 

Minister. It is very meet, right, and our 
bounden duty, that we should at iall times, 
and in all places, give thanks unto thee, 
Lord, Holy Father, Almighty, Everlasting 
God.

You know also 
that a father, whether he dote upon his child, 
or whether he chasten him, continueth a 
father in both cases, and loveth him in the 
one no less than in the other. 

Think the same of God, as touching your- 
self : that while he gave you good days, he 
loved you ; and that now he sendeth you some 
evil, he loveth you still, and would not have 
sent you this evil, but to be a cause unto you 
of greater good, that, being called home 
thereby, you might be at peace.

Before the mountains were brought forth, 
or ever thou hadst formed the earth and the 
world, even from everlasting to everlasting, 
thou art God. 

Thou tumest man to destruction ; and say- 
est. Return, ye children of men. 

For a thousand years in thy sight are but 
as yesterday when it is past, and as a watch 
in the night. 

Thou carriest them away as with a flood ; 
they are as a sleep : in the morning they are 
like grass which groweth up. 

In the morning it flourisheth, and groweth 
up ; in the evening it is cut down, and with- 
ereth. 

Thou hast set our iniquities before thee, our 
secret sins in the light of thy countenance. 

We spend our years as a taU tkat is told.

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and ten ; and if by reason of strength they be 
fourscore years, yet is their strength labor and 
sorrow; for it is soon cut off, and we fly 
away. 

So teach us to number our days, that we 
may apply our hearts unto wisdom. 

Make us glad according to the days wherein 
thou hast afflicted us, and the years wherein 
we have seen evil. 

Let thy work appear unto thy servants, and 
thy glory unto their children. 

And let the beauty of the Lord our God be 
upon us : and establish thou the work of our 
hands upon us ; yea, the work of our hands 
establish thou it.

So also is the resurrection of the dead. It 
is sown in corruption; it is raised in incor- 
ruption :

It is sown a natural body; it is raised a 
spiritual body. There is a natural body, and 
there is a spiritual body. 

And so it is written, The first man Adam 
was made a living soul ; the last Adam was 
made a quickening spirit. 

Howbeit, that was not first which is spirit- 
ual, but that which is natural ; and afterward 
that which is spiritual. 

The first man is of the earth, earthy : the 
second man is the Lord from heaVen. 

As is the earthy, such are they also that 
are earthy ; and as is the heavenly, such are 
they also that are heavenly. 

And as we have borne the image of the 
earthy, we shall also bear the image of the 
heavenly. 

Now this I say, brethren, that flesh and 

Wood cannot inherit the kingdom of God; 

neither doth corruption ixiYiexvl m(iox\\v?5!0v3i\* 
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Behold, I show you a mystery: We shall 
not all sleep, but we shall all be changed, 

In a moment, in the twinkling of an eye, 
at the last trump: for the trumpet shall 
sound, and the dead shall be raised incorrup- 
tible, and we shall be changed. 

For this corruptible must put on incorrup- 
tion, and this mortal must put on immor- 
tality. 

So when this corruptible shall have put on 
incorruption, and this mortal shall have put 
on immortality ; then shall be brought to pass 
the saying that is written. Death is swallowed 
up in victory. 

death, where is thy sting? grave, 
where is thy victory? 

The sting of death is sin ; and the strength 
of sin is the Law. 

But thanks be to God, which giveth us the 
victory through our Lord Jesus Christ. 

Therefore, my beloved brethren, be ye 
steadfast, unmovable, always , abounding in 
the work of the Lord, forasmuch as ye know 
that your labor is not in vain in the Lord.

UNIVERSALIST PROFESSION OF BELIEF 
AND CONDITIONS OF FELLOWSHIP. 



Adopted as an amendment to Artide III. of the Constitu- 
tion of the General Convention, at its session in Boston, Octo- 
ber 28, 1899. 

I. The Profession cf Belief adopted at the session at Win- 
chester ^ N. H., A.D. 1808, is as follows : 

AsTiCLB I. We believe that the Holy Scriptures of the Old 
and New Testaments contain a revelation of the character of 
God and of the duty, interest and final destination of mankind. 

AsTiCLs II. We believe there is one God, whose nature is 
Love, revealed in one Lord Jesus Christ, by one Holy Spirit of 
Grace, who will finally restore the whole family of mankind to 
holiness and happiness. 

Abticls in. We believe that holiness and true happiness 
are inseparably connected, and that believers ought to be care- 
ful to maintain order and practise good works; for these things 
are good and profitable unto men. 

n. The Conditions of Fellowship shall be as follows : 

1. The acceptance of the essential principles of the Univer- 
salist Faith, to wit : 1. The Universal Fatherhood of God ; 
2. The Spiritual authority and leadership of his Son, Jesus 
Christ; 8. The trustworUiiness of the Bible as containing a 
revelation from God ; 4. The certainty of just retribution for 
sin ; 5. The final harmony of all souls with God. 

The Winchester profession is commended as containing these 
principles, but neither this nor any other precise form of words 
is required as a condition of fellowship, provided always that 
the principles above stated be professed. 

2. The acknowledgment of the authority of the General 
Convention and assent to its laws. 

A Cbbbd embodying the Conditions of Fellowship affirmed 
at the session of the Cfeneral Convention held in Chicago and 
in Boston. 

" I believe in God, the Father Almifhty and Universal; and in Jetus 
Christ his Son, the trae teacher, example, and Savior of the world. I 
believe in the Holy Spirit, the quickener and comforter of men. I be- 
lieve in the Holy Scriptures of the Old and New Testaments as a reve- 
lation of rishteottsness, truth and love. I believe in the Holy Church 
Vniversal; in the communion of saints; in the certainty of punishaunt 
for trMBsgresaion; in the forgiveness of sins: in the life immortal; ia 
t^e ttMAl triumph of goodness and msiey ; SAi&vi t^« ^aai^ii^ «aeul harmony. 
At jMst, ofatt sottla with God.**

day in November. 



7. P. C. U. SUNDAY. The last Sunday in January. 

ASH "WEDNESDAY. Forty days preceding Easter, 
Sundays omitted. 

IiENT. Ash Wednesday to Easter. 

PAXaM SUNDAY. The Sunday next preceding Easter. 

MAUNDY THURSDAY. The Thursday next preced- 
ing Easter. (The Last Supper.) 

OOOD FRIDAY. The Friday next preceding Easter. 
(The Crucifixion.) 

EASTER DAY is always the first Sunday after the Full 
Moon which happens upon or next after the twenty-first day 
of March; and if the Full Moon happens upon a Sunday, 
Easter Day is the Sunday after. 

ASCENSION DAY is forty days after Easter. 

WHITSUNDAY, or Feast of Pentecost, is seven weeks 
after Easter. 

* EDUCATIONAL SUNDAY (Educational interests 
of our Church and Home Missions). The third Sunday in 
May. 

* CHILDREN'S SUNDAY. The second Sunday in 
June, or as near as possible. 

* MEMORIAL SUNDAY (for commemorating those 
friends who have been taken away by death). The first Sun- 
day in October. 

« ALL SOULS' SX7NDAY. The first Sunday in 
November. 

THANKSGIVINa DAY. Such day as may be 
appointed by the civil authorities.
